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1 . Claims 29 and 31 are objected to because they do not meet the requirement 
under 37 CFR 1.121. The status identifier of the newly added claims 29 and 31 are 
missing. Appropriate correction is required. 

2. Claim 31 is objected to because of the following informalities: line 4, the phrase 
"said insulating material", lines 4-5, the phrase "said first and second gates", lines 5-6, 
the phrase "said first and second semiconductor channel regions" have no antecedent 
basis. Appropriate correction is required. 

3. Claims 28 and 30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 

The written description never discloses a DC voltage is applied across said 
semiconductor channel region and said region of material which forms a rectifying 
junction with both N and P-type semiconductor whether metallurgical or field induced as 
claimed in claim 28. 

4. Claims 28-31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Figs. 7b to 7e disclose an inverting device with operating characteristics similar to 
multiple device CMOS systems. However, it is unclear how half of the inverting device 
acts as an SCR-like device in claim 28. 
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Claim 28, lines 28-29, the phrase "...is applied to said gate to the end..." is unclear 
as to what is it meant. 

Since claim 27 has been canceled, it is unclear why claim 29 is still depend upon 
claim 27. 

Claim 31 , line 6, the phrase "fero-electric material" is unclear as to what it is. Is it 
being referred to "ferroelectric material"? 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

6. Claim 31 insofar, as in compliance with 35 USC 1 12, is rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 102(a) as being clearly anticipated by Takasu. 

In regards to claim 31, Takasu shows all the elements of the claimed invention in 
figs. 1, 3A, 3B and 4. It is an inverting gate voltage channel induced semiconductor 
device (CMOS inverter), in which an insulating material [32] which offsets the first and 
second gates [34] from said first and second semiconductor channel regions [26] of the 
p-channel MOSFET (PT) and the n-channel MOSFET (NT) respectively, comprises 
ferro-electric material. 

7. Claim 7 is allowed.
